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Cabbie’s £5 demand 
to aid disabled

A DISABLED mother claims she was 
left in the cold and dark when a cab 
driver refused to put her wheelchair in 
his car unless she paid him an extra £5. 

Wheelchair-user Carly Hammett, 32, 
booked 69ers, based in Bedford Square, 
Houghton Regis, to take her home after 
her college course at 9.30pm on Tuesday. 

The mother-of-two said that when the 
driver of the saloon car arrived at 
Kingsland College, in Parkside Drive, he 
said he had a 'bad shoulder’ and would 
not put her wheelchair into the back of 
the vehicle; but would do it if she gave 
him an extra £5. 

Miss Hammett complained to Central 
Bedfordshire Council about the driver 
who has, in line with 69ers’ company 
policy, been automatically suspended 
while a council investigation takes place. 

The private hire firm said that its 
driver disputes that he asked for extra 
money - instead telling her to call a 
Hackney Carriage which has disabled 
access and might cost more. 

In 2008 Miss Hammett was paralysed 
on the left side of her body after she had 
a brain aneurysm and a stroke, two days 
after giving birth to her youngest 
daughter Jessica. 

She was in a coma for three weeks and 
stayed in Charing Cross Hospital, 
London for four months. 

She has to use a wheelchair to get 
around and can only walk very short 
distances with the aid of a stick. 

Miss Hammett, of Charles Way, 
Houghton Regis, said: “I was so angry. I 
use them all the time and they know 
what I need. 

“This driver just kept saying ‘I have a 


shoulder injury you will have to put it in’. 
I can’t lift my chair can I? 

“He then said to me if I gave him £5 he 
would do it but I wasn’t having that and 
he drove off and left me. It wasn’t until I 
phoned the office and told them did 
they send him back.” 

Helen Dolphin, a spokeswoman for 
campaigning charity Disabled Motoring 
UK, said: “I think that is outrageous. It 
sounds like he could have helped all 
along but just wanted the extra money. I 
am glad the company has taken action 
though.” 

Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
conditions for Hackney Carriage and 
private hire drivers firmly states: ‘No 
driver may refuse to assist a passenger in 
a wheelchair unless the driver can 
produce a medical certificate signed by a 
registered medical practitioner to the 
effect that the driver’s physical condition 
makes it impossible or unreasonably 
difficult for him or her to comply with 
these duties and a certificate of exemp¬ 
tion has been issued by the council. 

‘No additional charge shall be made for 
assisting a passenger in a wheelchair.’ 

Waseem Ahmed, manager of 69ers, 
said: “This is not acceptable behaviour 
from a driver and as soon as a complaint 
was made the driver was suspended, in 
line with our policy. 

“We take complaints very seriously. We 
are assisting the council with its 
inquiries.” 

A Central Bedfordshire spokeswoman 
said: “We take all complaints very seri¬ 
ously and we are actively investigating 
the incident. 

“Conditions for drivers clearly state 
that they shall make no additional 
charge for assisting a passenger in a 
wheelchair.” 



Tax talks 
prompt 
coronary 
fear quip 

THE deputy leader of 
the council was warned 
to calm down before he 
had a heart attack at a 
stormy meeting to 
discuss the hike in 
council tax. 

On Thursday evening 
Labour Cllr Robin 
Harris, who is portfolio 
holder for finance at 
Luton Borough Council, 
was defending the deci¬ 
sion to put up the tax 
by 3.44 per cent - just 
below the 3.5 per cent 
Government-set thresh¬ 
old that would trigger 
a town-wide 
referendum. 

The move has angered 
opposition Conservative 
and Liberal Democrat 
councillors, who were 
exchanged in a tempes¬ 
tuous debate at the 
Town Hall. 

Cllr Michael Garrett, 
leader of the 
Conservative group, 
shouted out that if Cllr 
Harris continued as he 
was he would give 
himself a heart attack 
- a comment which 
sparked much amuse¬ 
ment in the chamber. 

Cllr Harris retorted: 

“I am perfectly healthy, 
my blood pressure is 
very good. 

“I am pleased he is 
concerned about me.”

Opposition concerns ignored as 
authority pushes through tax hike 


Councillors vote to freeze rates 
despite savings target of £llm 


RESIDENTS in Luton 
will pay an extra 3.44 
per cent in council tax 
this year as council¬ 
lors pushed through 
the controversial rise 
at a heated Town Hall 
meeting. 

Portfolio holder for 
finance Cllr Robin 
Harris came under 
intense questioning 
from opposition 
members who 

believed Luton 

Borough Council 
should freeze the tax 
so they would be 
entitled to a £1.6 
million Government 
grant. 

Instead Labour 
councillors voted to 
increase it which 
would bring in £2.2 
million as it will ‘pro¬ 
tect essential services’. 

Now those living in a 



Band D property in 
the town will pay £39 
more a year. 

Cllr Robin Harris, 
who presented the 


budget to the council, 
said: “We are fighting 
to protect services for 
the most vulnerable in 
the community but 
given the severity of 
the cuts we are left 
with no choice.” 

Cllr Michael Garrett, 
leader of the 
Conservatives, chal¬ 
lenged him about set¬ 
ting the council tax 
just below the 3.5 per 
cent limit for a refer¬ 
endum, saying: “Does 
he not agree that the 
people of this town 
would say no to the 
council tax?” 

Cllr Harris replied: 
“We had the ultimate 
referendum when we 
(Labour) got returned 
with 36 councillors 
last year. I notice there 
are less councillors on 
his bench.” 


RESIDENTS in Central 
Bedfordshire will not have to foot 
the bill for an increase in council 
tax after an authority decided to 
freeze its rates for the coming 
financial year. 

Councillors voted in favour of a 
council tax freeze in the region 
and vowed to merge the differ¬ 
ence in rates between north and 
south Bedfordshire over the next 
two years when they approved the 
budget at a meeting of Central 
Bedfordshire Council on 
Thursday. 

The proposals also aim to pour 
more funding into improving 
roads, transport and protecting 
library services. 

Addressing the full council, 
deputy leader Maurice fones 
claimed that the authority needed 


to find £11 million in savings 
during the coming year which 
would be achieved through 
‘making efficiencies’, a statement 
which opposition councillors 
argued was an attempt to 
disguise significant cuts to front¬ 
line services. 

A number of Liberal Democrat 
and Independent councillors 
voted against the budget propos¬ 
als with Cllr Rita Egan calling 
adult social care a ‘fiscal time 
bomb’ and Cllr fulian Murray 
claiming the proposals only mean 
‘cuts, cuts and more cuts’. 

Concerns were also raised about 
changes to the telecare service 
and the 7.94 per cent rise in rent 
for tenants of council housing, 
meaning residents will have to 
pay out an extra £7 each week.

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Calls for MPs to cut ties 
with Christian charity

A PETITION is calling for two Beds 
MPs to disassociate themselves from a 
Christian charity which co-sponsored 
a ‘gay cure’ conference. 

Both Andrew Selous, who represents 
South West Bedfordshire, and Alistair 
Burt, MP for North East Bedfordshire 
have previously received intern 
students from the Christian Action 
Research and Education (CARE) organ¬ 
isation as part of a scheme to help grad¬ 
uates get experience in Parliament. 

But this support - Mr Burt’s last intern 
was between September 2009 and fuly 
2010 at a value of £5,000 - has been 
questioned by campaigner Phillip 
Dawson who has launched a petition. 

Mr Dawson is urging the MPs along 
with 15 others to publicly pledge not to 
accept any more support from the 
charity which in 2009 co-sponsored a 


‘gay cure’ conference in London which 
sparked protests. 

The 33-year-old from Enfield said: “I 
am in no way suggesting that these MPs 
endorse or condone the views of CARE 
or its co-sponsorship of a ‘gay cure’ 
event. However, I hope they will see this 
petition and make a public statement.” 

However it seems the two MPs are not 
willing to do this. 

Mr Selous, who last had an intern 
from the charity from September 2010 
to July 2011, said he was ‘very proud’ of 
his association with the group of which 
he has been a member for around 25 
years. 

He added: “Bedfordshire residents 
will have benefited hugely by the 
support given to Alistair and me and 
I’m very unapologetic about my associ¬ 
ation with CARE.” 

When asked about the conference Mr 
Selous said it was a ‘free country’ 
adding: “I have met people who have 


been homosexual who are no longer. I 
am wholly against any form of discrim¬ 
ination.” 

He praised the work of CARE in areas 
such as human trafficking, schools and 
people living in poverty and said he was 
looking forward to having another 
intern from them. 

Eve Burt, Alistair’s wife and assistant - 
both are Christian - said she didn’t 
think he would be making that state¬ 
ment adding that while she didn’t 
particularly agree with the conference 
news of it probably wouldn’t have 
changed them having the intern 
because they had already sorted it. 

The conference sponsored by CARE 
and Anglican Mainstream was billed as 
a Judaeo- Christian conference for all 
and was entitled ‘Redeeming sex today’ 
ideal for ‘clergy, rabbis, psychologists, 
therapists, educators and others 
concerned about the plethora of sexual 
issues’.

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Headteachers 
at two schools 
set to move on 


TWO headteachers are to leave 
their posts. 

Luton on Sunday has been 
reliably informed by a Central 
Bedfordshire Council source 
that Nigel King, currently 
headteacher at Queensbury 
Upper School, and Kings 
Houghton Middle School 
counterpart Mary-Jo Gill have 
both reached ‘compromise 
agreements’ with their 
governing bodies. 

In November Queensbury 
Upper School in Langdale Drive, 
Dunstable, was put in ‘special 
measures’ and last month 
announced it was looking to 
become an academy. 

In its report Ofsted said of 
Queensbury: ‘Students’ 
behaviour interrupts learning in 
too many lessons. Teachers do 
not use the agreed behaviour 
management procedures 
consistently enough. 

‘The quality of teaching is too 
variable across a range of 
subjects. Too much is 
inadequate and not enough is 
good.’ 

While Kings Houghton Middle, 
in Parkside Drive, Houghton 
Regis, is not in special measures 
it was deemed ‘satisfactory’ by 
Ofsted in its report published in 
September 2011. 

The council source, who we 
agreed not to name, said: “Both 
headteachers are departing and 
the local education authority is 
fully supportive of the decision 
taken by the governing bodies.” 

A Central Bedfordshire Council 
spokeswoman said: “The council 
isn’t able to comment on the 
personal position of employees. 
In the case of both schools this 
is a matter for the school 
governors supported by advice 
from the council as appropriate. 
We have no further comment to 
offer at this time.” 

LoS made efforts to get in 
touch with governors at both 
schools but they did not return 
our phone calls before our 
deadline. 


Court hears of 
mum’s 999 call 
in murder trial

THE mother of a woman 
allegedly murdered made a 
999 call to police saying: ‘He 
has knifed her - he’s trying 
to break into the house’, a 
court heard. 

Patricia Bagnall screamed 
down the phone to the oper¬ 
ator after her daughter, 
Tracy Anstice, of Carlisle 
Court, Dunstable, was 
allegedly stabbed through 
the heart by her husband 
Lee Anstice. 

Beverley Cripps, at Luton 
Crown Court, prosecuting, 
said the wife was trapped on 
her parents’ driveway in 
Flitwick between parked cars 
and her screams alerted her 
Patricia and Roger Bagnall, 
who were inside the house. 

The father rushed out to be 
confronted by his son-in- 
law pointing the knife at him 
shouting: “Do you want 
some of this?” 

He then plunged the knife 
into his estranged wife’s 
body a number of times and 
one blow pierced her heart, 
the court heard. 

The court was told the 
father managed to drag his 
dying daughter into his 
home, which was when the 
999 call was made to police, 
in which Mrs Bagnall said: 
“He has knifed her, he is try¬ 
ing to break into the house. 
Quick please get an ambu¬ 
lance for my daughter, 
quickly.” 

Mr Anstice, 50, drove off 
but a short while later sent 
her a text in which he 
referred to their daughter 
and her boyfriend saying: 
“Are you taking her back for 
happy families? Not now.” 



Police were able to arrest Mr 
Anstice in Harlington Road, 
in the village of Westoning, 
after his car was spotted. 

On being cautioned he 
allegedly said to officers: “Is 
she dead?" 

When interviewed he said 
he had been hearing voices 
over the last few days. Mr 
Anstice said that, after mak¬ 
ing the call to his wife and 
watching her arrive at her 
parents’ home, a voice told 
him: “You have just got to 
hurt her, make her feel some 
of the pain you have felt.” 

Civil servant Mr Anstice 
pleads not guilty to murder¬ 
ing his wife on August 26 last 
year. 

Outlining the Crown 
Prosecution Service’s case to 
the jury, Miss Cripps said: 
“He refused to accept the 
relationship was over and her 
wishes that it should end.” 


Miss Cripps described Mr 
Anstice as ‘jealous and con¬ 
trolling’ and said Tracy had 
formed a relationship with 
Glen Feasey after meeting 
him through her daughter’s 
swimming club. 

The jury heard that Mr 
Feasey had first met Tracy, a 
mental health unit worker, 
during 2010 at after school 
activities for their children. 

They became friendly and, 
in March of 2011, Mr 
Feasey's own marriage 
ended when he left his wife 
Claire and their children and 
went to live with his parents 
in Milton Keynes. 

He eventually moved into 
a flat in Flitwick. 

The court heard Mr 
Anstice was visited by Mr 
Feasey’s wife who told him 
her husband and Tracy were 
having an affair. 

Case proceeding.

Public outcry over 
rapists’ sentences

THOUSANDS were outraged by 
Luton on Sunday’s story of the 
40-month jail terms given to the 
rapists of an 11 -year-old girl by a 
judge who said she was a ‘willing 
participant’. 

Our front page last week on the 
two men, who raped their victim 
in the stairwell of a block of flats 
off Park Street, Luton, went 
national and prompted readers to 
flood the country’s top law officer 
with complaints that he review 
the jail terms as ‘unduly lenient’. 

Ruben Monteiro, of Bailey 
Street, Luton, and Roshane 
Channer, of no fixed abode, both 
21, pleaded guilty to raping the 
girl last July and Judge David 
Farrell QC said: “Despite her age 
it is accepted she was a willing 
participant, but the law is there to 
protect young girls from this type 
of behaviour and to protect them 
from themselves. 

“The girl had clearly been 
subjected to systematic sexual 
exploitation and you willingly 
used her for your own sexual 
gratification. 

“It is aggravated by the fact that 
the event was being videoed.” 

He added there was evidence 
that the footage had been circu¬ 
lated, as it was found on one of 
the defendants’ phones. 

The men had maintained they 
believed the girl was at least 14, 
and, after viewing evidence, the 
judge agreed she appeared that 
age. 

A number of infuriated visitors 
to LoS’s website posted messages 
of shock, including Yvonne who

said: ‘Reading this case makes me 
feel physically sick.. .what the two 
evil men did was bad enough, but 
to have a judge say she was ‘will¬ 
ing’ is frightening - once again the 
victim is left without any consid¬ 
eration from the courts’. 

Winnie branded the sentenc- 
ings and judge’s comments ‘dis¬ 
gusting’ and said ‘an investigation 
is called for’, while childhood sex¬ 
ual support manager Linda Lewis 
wrote: ‘Having read this article it 
left me feeling revolted and 
despondent. 

‘This article is particularly 
alarming as it demonstrates how a 
senior member of the justice 
system encourages the continua¬ 
tion of these myths by sending out 
clear messages through his 
sentencings for society to contin¬ 
ue stoking the fires of ignorance. 
Shameful.’ 

The 40-month jail terms flew in 
the face of sentencing guidelines for 
rapists of under-13s which range 
from between eight and 13 years. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Attorney General (AG) said: “I can 



confirm we will review the case 
and decide whether to appeal the 
sentences as possibly unduly 
lenient by March 9.” 

After his review the AG may send 
the case to the Court of Appeal 
which can replace the sentences. 

The NSPCC, which complained 
to the AG over the sentencings, 
thanked LoS ‘for bringing this 
extremely important case to the 
public’s attention’. 

Chief executive Andrew 
Flanagan said: “It’s certainly not 
credible to accept a defence that 
the rapists thought the girl was 14 
when she was 11. We have no 
doubt the sentences should be 
much heavier than the 40 months 
which have been imposed.” 

Jodie Blackstock, criminal direc¬ 
tor at campaign group Justice, 
said: “Irrespective of its outcome, 
this case could raise a need for not 
just judges, but all practitioners, 
dealing with young rape 
victims to be more sensitive about 
the culture of gang rape and the 
circumstances in which young 
people find themselves.”

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Fire service drops 
Luton from name

THE word Luton is 
being dropped from the 
county fire brigade’s 
official name. 

Bedfordshire and 
Luton Fire and Rescue 
Service will become just 
Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service after 
councillors voted for the 
switch at a meeting on 
Wednesday. 

The alteration will 
have no bearing on fire 
coverage in Luton and 
comes following the 
change in the county’s 
council make-up over 
the past three years. 

The current brigade 
title was born in April 
1997 following the cre¬ 


ation of a separate uni¬ 
tary authority of Luton. 

In April 2009 unitary 
authority Central 
Bedfordshire Council 
was created from the 
merger of Bedfordshire 
County Council, Mid 
Bedfordshire 
and South 
Bedfordshire. 

Now council¬ 
lors on the 
brigade’s 
watchdog, the 
Combined 
Fire Authority 
have decided 
to go for the 
name change at a pro¬ 
jected cost of around 
£3,000 to replace things 
such as signs, logos and 
websites - and even 
possibly the official 



crest. The move comes 
after Luton on Sunday 
revealed in December 
that the fire service 
wants to swap shirt 
colours from red to 
either white or blue to 
generate an extra 
£31,000. 

Nationally 
there is no 
standard shirt 
colour for fire 
brigades and 
Bedfordshire is 
the only one to 
have red. 
Councillors 
have also voted 
to change the Combined 
Fire Authority’s name to 
Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Authority but, 
unlike the service’s 
name, this needs to be 


approved by the 
Secretary of State. 

Brigade Chief Fire 
Officer Paul Fuller said: 
“The fire authority has 
expressed a view that 
both the name of the fire 
service and that of the 
authority should be 
changed. 

“The latter will require 
ministerial approval and 
the associated consulta¬ 
tion with the authorities 
concerned. 

“More importantly 
everyone in Bedford¬ 
shire will continue to 
receive the same excel¬ 
lent standard of preven¬ 
tion and protection, and 
response to emergen¬ 
cies, from their fire and 
rescue Service, wherever 
they live.”

The man who helped to 
catch £2.2m fraudsters

MORE than 200 fraudsters have 
stolen over £2.2 million from 
taxpayers in the past five years - 
and this is the man who caught 
them. 

Paul Taylor (pictured) leads four 
investigators at Luton Borough 
Council's Revenue and Benefits 
department, which saves taxpay¬ 
ers more than £500,000 a year in 
prevented illegal claims. 

Since 2007, Mr Taylor’s audit 
and investigations team have sent 
13 fraudsters to jail, cautioned 62, 
fined nearly 100 and recouped 
more than £1 million in stolen 
benefits. 

Barely a week goes by when the 
latest benefits cheat is named and 
shamed in the media, marking 
the end of yet another successful 
prosecution. 

In an exclusive interview with 
Luton on Sunday, Mr Taylor said: 
“We thank LoS because other 

FIREFIGHTERS spent a quarter of 
their time putting out blazes which 
were started deliberately. 

New figures, released through a 
Freedom of Information Act 
request, show that in the last three 
financial years 6,788 hours - or 283 
days - were taken up at the scenes 
of fires. A further 1,648.5 hours 
were spent investigating each fire, 
at an average of 30 minutes each. 



departments are insanely jealous 
of the publicity we get. 

“People take notice of what we do 
- we are out there catching crimi¬ 
nals. It is good quality investigation 
work and it’s mostly done in-house. 

“Some people don’t come to the 
Town Hall to be interviewed, so 
sometimes we go out with the 
police to arrest them. 

“Whether they like it or not, 
we’ll come knocking on their 
door. And if you get a conviction 
for benefit fraud from the council, 
it goes on the Police National 


Bedfordshire and Luton Fire and 
Rescue Service was called to 3,297 
fires which turned out to have been 
started on purpose since 2009. 

This year 972 fires were deliberate. 

A BLFRS spokesman said: “All 
deliberate fires place lives at risk - 
either directly, at the scene of the

sources which spark off many of 
their investigations are members of 
the public - particularly after LoS has 
published a story based on a bene¬ 
fits fraudster who has been caught. 

He added: “We get information 
from all sorts of sources. The 
council’s benefits team will spot 
stuff, we do data matching with 
other departments, we work with 
other agencies, sometimes we get 
things posted in and sometimes 
we generate our own inquiries. 

“What’s important is that everyone 
has a part to play in this. The com¬ 
munity doesn’t like benefit fraud¬ 
sters. People can make a difference. 

“If you suspect fraud, tell us 
about it - but tell us with details. 
This means we can act more 
quickly. We people ring up, capture 
as much information as possible.

Residents of Hertfordshire 
living underneath flightpaths 
have formed Hertfordshire 
Against Luton Expansion 
(HALE) to campaign against 
proposals to increase passen¬ 
ger numbers to 18 million a 
year. 

Luton Borough Council, 
which owns the airport, is 
currently undertaking a 
public consultation, with 
seven of the 13 events taking 
place in Hertfordshire. 

But that is still not enough 
for HALE, which says the 
council is ‘pocketing cash’ 
while its neighbouring coun¬ 
ty suffers ‘more noise, more 
air pollution and more con¬ 
gestion on their roads and 
railways’. 

The group said it aims to 
stop the plans and reduce 


‘noisy flights’ over rural areas. 
Nigel Emms, who founded 
the group which had its first 
meeting in Flamstead on 
Thursday evening, said: 
“Night flights are a particular 
problem and the airport 
operators admit that planes 
are over-flying villages rather 
than following the correct 
track, and they have not been 
able to resolve the issue. 

“As a result, people are 
regularly awoken at 2.30 in 
the morning.” 

Steve Heappey, lead officer 
of London Luton Airport Ltd 
which owns the airport, said: 
“We want to hear from every¬ 
one who would be affected by 
the proposals and we’re hold¬ 
ing events around the 
airport’s region.

Possible courts merger on the 
cards to tackle town’s crime rise 


TWO magistrates’ courts could 
merge because there is more 
crime in Luton’s part of the 
county than Bedford’s. 

The Ministry of Justice (MoJ) is 
carrying out a consultation until 
April which would see Bedford 
Magistrates’ Court and Luton 
Magistrates’ Court ( pictured) 
combine to create ‘The 
Bedfordshire Bench’. 

In a 24-page document handed 
to groups affected by the 
proposed changes which 
includes MPs, councils and 
judges, it says that the number of 
cases being dealt with at Bedford 
has dropped by 3,300 since 2008. 

Luton has increased by more 
than 3,000 since that time with 
county-wide crime falling from 
60,000 in 2003 to 43,000 in 2011. 

Central Bedfordshire Cllr 
Richard Stay said: “I read with 


great interest the stark contrast 
between the dramatic reduction 
in the overall number of crimes 
committed in Bedfordshire from 
more than 60,000 in 2003 to 
43,000 in 2011, which is of course 
very welcome news, but it masks 
a steady rise in crime in Luton - 
this demonstrates where we have 
succeeded and where we need to 
focus on fighting crime.” 

An MoJ spokeswoman said: 
“There is currently insufficient 
magistrates’ court work in the 
Bedford and Mid Bedfordshire 
Local Justice Area to sustain the 
bench. 

“This proposed merger will 
provide greater flexibility to 
ensure that magistrates under¬ 
take a sufficient range of sittings 
and are able to sit where they are 
most needed to manage the 
workload.”

Remember how we were 
saved in War of the Worlds 


P OLIO is on the way out. 

At least that is what doctors 
and scientists are saying. 
Everyone my age will have 
known people with polio, a 
highly infectious viral disease 
which affects the central 
nervous system. 

I knew someone at school with 
it, and also an engineering 
designer, when I worked at a 
company that made narrow 
gauge diesel locomotives, called 
Simplex. The disease left them 
paralysed in the legs, although 
they could sometimes walk with 
difficulty, using callipers. 

Famous polio sufferers includ¬ 
ed USA president FD Roosevelt 
and musician Ian Dury. 

Most cases cause no symp¬ 
toms but in around one in 200 
infections it leads to irreversible 
paralysis, usually in the legs. 

India was once the epicentre 
of the disease with more than 
150,000 new cases recorded as 
recently as 1985. Since fanuary 
2011 there has not been a single 
case. Now there is a real chance 
that the disease could be com¬ 
pletely eliminated, which has to 
be a very good thing. 

This does mean, however, that 
the virus would cease to exist, 
as it cannot survive outside its 
host. This leads me to wonder¬ 
ing about life-forms on the 
planet. Have we a duty to save 
them all, or just the cuddly 
ones? Should we just rejoice 
when an unpleasant virus is 
destroyed forever or lament the 
loss of another species? The 
answer may be obvious when 
the polio virus is compared to 


a panda but there is still a prin¬ 
ciple involved and still people 
taking those decisions. For 
example, small pox was eradi¬ 
cated in 1979. Yet it is rumoured 
that small phials of it are kept in 
the USA and Russia, just in case. 
Just in case of what, no-one is 
certain. 

I would happily see the back 
of slugs and snails but have 
been told they are an important 
part of the food chain. Tell that 
to the present Mrs Lowe, when 
she sees her hostas devoured. 
And what use are house flies? 

I remember a furore in the 
1970s over the fact that certain 
types of tuna fishing nets were 
also entrapping and killing dol¬ 
phins. After the almighty fuss, 
the guilty nets were banned and 
a friend of mine had a t-shirt 
made with the legend: ‘What 
about the poor bloody tuna?’ 

Obviously tuna are closer to 
a virus than a panda. 

I cannot see people standing 
outside hospitals with placards 
demanding that polio be saved 
and given its own habitat but 
let us not forget that, in the War 
of the Worlds, humanity was 
saved - by a virus. 

F AMILIAR sounding sabre- 
rattling can be heard from 
the neo-conservatives 
against Iran. With the ending of 


the Iraq war after eight years, 
the Afghanistan conflict going 
nowhere, a new war is needed to 
progress American domination 
and give its military and 
business friends new carcasses 
to feed on. Iran would also settle 
an old score, after the revolution 
in 1979 kicked them and their 
allies out. 

The excuse for this latest bout 
of war-mongering is that Iran is 
creating nuclear weapons, which 
cannot be tolerated in the Middle 
East. Does this remind anyone 
of weapons of mass destruction? 

Where were they? Oh, yes in 
politicians’ imaginings. The irony 
is that Israel may strike on the 
West’s behalf. So the one country 
in the Middle East that has 
nuclear weapons and has been 
subject to more UN resolutions, 
and has defied more UN resolu¬ 
tions, than any other country 
in the world, could strike 
against Iran to stop it building 
nuclear weapons and ensuring 
it obeys international law. You 
could not make this stuff up. 

I smell a big rat, with another 
war against terror/radical mus¬ 
lims/anti-market forces on the 
cards. Which will mean spend¬ 
ing the money we don’t have 
and the lives we should not sac¬ 
rifice to satisfy the ego of the 
USA and fill the coffers of its 
business friends.

New role for Prof Les 


WHILE it may be fairly small 
compared to other universities, 
Bedfordshire certainly makes up 
for it in column inches. 

Many of its students may be 
blissfully unaware that it’s been 
at the heart of a row between two 
senior Government figures. 

And at the centre of the 
bust-up over whether its Vice 
Chancellor Les Ebdon was to be 
given a key role - before his 
appointment was 
confirmed earli¬ 
er this week -

A BUST-UP that divided the Coalition Government 
has cast the spotlight over the University of 
Bedfordshire. 

With its vice-chancellor at the centre of the row, 
the institution has been thrust into focus and 
questions have been asked about the quality of 
its courses.

debate over whether he should 
become director of the UK’s 
Office for Fair Access. 

It doesn’t take long to find some 
of the more unorthodox subjects 
- or as the Vice Chancellor would 
say, ‘innovative’ ones. 

The university offers degrees in 
Carnival Arts, Make-up and 
Diabetes. If you don’t fancy 
hat how about learning 
the Science of Dance or 
Life Long Learning 
(which ironically lasts 
one year) or better yet 
Football Studies? 

Earlier this month the 
university chief’s 
proposed appointment 
was the cause of fierce 
objection from Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
and Michael Gove - 
Secretary of State of 
Schools. 

Backing Professor 
Ebdon’s appointment, 
was Lib-Dem and 
Business Secretary Vince 
Cable. But on Monday 


the Government made a U-turn 
and announced it would offer 
him the job - which he has 
accepted. 

The Tories’ objection stemmed 
back to an article Prof Ebdon 
wrote in the Guardian newspa¬ 
per in 2008 where he backed 
universities teaching apparent 
‘Mickey Mouse’ subjects, calling 
on ministers to capitalise on 
‘innovative’ courses. 

He wrote: “The time could not 
be more opportune for ministers 
to capitalise on the rich and 
rewarding innovation that has 
been the hallmark of the UK’s cre¬ 
ative universities and industries.” 

Those looking to secure a place 
at the University of Bedfordshire 
will be paying as much as £9,000 
in tuition fees (the same as 
Oxford and Cambridge) and with 
Prof Ebdon keen to encourage a 
gateway for students from less 
well-off backgrounds into 
advanced learning, the £9,000 
figure is less a welcome sign and 
more ‘No Entry’ into private 
education. Prof Ebdon’s tune has

not been to everyone’s liking 
however.

£9k-a-year. Either way his own 
people have always thrown their 
full support behind him. 

In a letter to David Cameron 
the former chairman of the uni¬ 
versity Andrew Bentley said: “I 
have worked alongside Prof Les 
Ebdon over the last six years. 

“Every aspect of the university’s 
performance under his tenure 
has been nothing less than stellar 
and it is a truly transformed 


institution. The university has 
won a multitude of awards for 
excellence, notably being the 
first runner-up in the Times 
Higher University of the Year in 
2007, among numerous other 
awards. 

“The university is also, now, 
one of the best financially per¬ 
forming universities in the UK. 

“I, along with the other gover¬ 
nors and board members, am 
immensely proud of the univer¬ 
sity and Prof Ebdon.” 

Was this the letter that swung 
it? Regardless, Mr Cameron has 
accepted he was powerless to 
stop Mr Cable from bringing his 
university tsar in. 

It will not be easy for Prof 
Ebdon in his new role. 

Earlier this month Brian Binley, 
the Tory deputy chairman of the 
Commons committee, said: “I 
am a little concerned about the 
things that the Prime Minister 
can’t do. My guess is that so are a 
number of people in the party.” 

He added: “Prof Ebdon is not 
the best man for the job. 

“They ought to spread their net 
wider and not go for a patsy from 
the university sector but some¬ 
body from outside who can bring 
a wider view to the job.” 

It’s clear Prof Ebdon has the full 
backing of people in his camp 
but with such hostile objection 
to his appointment before he 
had even spent a single day in 
the post, the university chief’s 
first battle may have to be win¬ 
ning over his vocal doubters.

SEVENTEEN immigration 
offenders have been arrested 
this month. 

In the most recent operation on 
Monday, UK Border Agency offi¬ 
cers raided a house in Millfield 
Road, Luton, shortly before 7am. 

Checks revealed that seven 
Pakistani men inside the property 
had all overstayed their visit visas. 

Four of them - aged 58, 52, 46 
and 39 - were taken into deten¬ 
tion, while three - aged 69, 59 and 
46 - were granted immigration 
bail. 

Prior to that, on February 13, 
officers visited two homes and 
made six arrests. 

An Afghan man, aged 20, living 
in Hazelbury Crescent was identi¬ 
fied as a failed asylum seeker. He 
was arrested at 6.25am and 


detained. At 8.25am officers raid¬ 
ed an address in Newark Road, 
where five Pakistani men were 
arrested. All had overstayed their 
visas. 

Three of the men - aged 45, 44, 
and 27 - were detained. Two - 
aged 71 and 44 - were released on 
immigration bail. 

On February 7, officers raided 
Smokers’ Paradise, in George 
Street, and arrested two illegals 
from India who were detained. 

One, aged 21, had made a fraud¬ 
ulent application to extend his 
student visa and was removed 
from the UK on February 18. 

The other, aged 20, had entered 
the UK illegally and remains in 
detention pending his removal 
from the country. 

Smokers’ Paradise faces a fine of 
up to £20,000 - £10,000 per illegal 
worker - unless it can prove that 
pre-employment checks were 


carried out. And on February 5, 
officers arrested two immigration 
offenders at separate private 
addresses. 

At Crawley Road, a 23-year-old 
Pakistani man who had entered 
the UK illegally, was arrested. He 
was removed from the country on 
February 14. 

At Union Street, a 26-year-old 
Indian man who had overstayed 
his visa was arrested. He was 
returned to India on February 13. 

UK Border Agency officer 
Melanie Partridge said: “We carry 
out regular raids in Luton - these 
were particularly productive. 

“Three of the arrested men have 
already been removed from the 
UK and we are working towards 
the same goal for the remainder.”

Keane wonder strike 
seals place in semis

THE Hatters took one step closer to a trip 
to Wembley after a convincing win over 
Gateshead in the FA Trophy. 

A scissor-kick from John Paul Kissock and 
a Keith Keane 30-yard strike direct from a 
free-kick gave Luton the two goals that 
secured their place in the semi-finals of the 
competition. 

Speaking after the game, manager Gary 
Brabin said: “I’m delighted with the per¬ 
formance, delighted with the result, and 
delighted we’re through to the semis. 

“We played some really good stuff and I 
think we deserved the win.” 

The gaffer also sung the praises of the 
goalscorers. 

He said: “Kissock is certainly a player 
capable of scoring goals, and today he’s 
grabbed an opportunity with both hands 
and scored a cracking goal. 

“The performance from Keane was him at 
his best and he drove us on from midfield.” 

Desperate to forget the disappointment of 
the 1-0 midweek league defeat at Barrow, 


Luton were quick out of the blocks and a 
long-range strike from Robbie Willmott 
plus a low shot from Greg Taylor gave them 
their first glimpses of goalmouth action. 

The early pressure led to the Hatters tak¬ 
ing the lead in the eighth minute. 

After build-up play with Willmott, Alex 
Lawless was able to cross into the box for a 
waiting Kissock to acrobatically slam home. 

The lead could have been doubled min¬ 
utes later by Danny Crow when after receiv¬ 
ing a pinpoint cross from Willmott, the 
striker rattled the goalpost.

keeper Tim Deasy did well to stop his close 
range effort from finding the back of the 
net, punching the ball away into the six- 
yard box, where a waiting Willmott was 
unable to do anything with the rebound. 

On the stroke of half time a strong strike 
from Taylor, who impressed with his for¬ 
ward runs throughout the afternoon, was 
turned around the post. 

The game continued in a similar fashion 
after the restart, with Luton taking every 
opportunity to cause problems for the visi¬ 
tors. 

The goal that eventually put the Hatters 
two up had taken its time coming but was 
well worth the wait. 

Keane unleashed a stunning 30-yard free- 
kick which fooled keeper Deasy and 
smashed into the back of the net. 

Lifted by the goal, Town piled forward 
again and Kissock managed to find space in 
the box and hit a firm shot that sailed just 
past the post. Luton now find themselves in 
the draw for the semi-final of the Trophy 
alongside York City, Newport County and 
Wealdstone FC. 


When asked who he’d like to meet in the 
next round, Brabin said: “I couldn’t say.

ing in some experience as cover. 

He said: “We’re not going to rush out and 
get the first goalie that becomes available 
as we have got faith in Lewis Kidd. 

“But at the same time, we can’t make 
light of the situation and if the opportuni¬ 
ty came up to get a keeper who can come 
in and lighten the load a little bit then we 
would certainly look at that option.” 

Though Kidd is yet to play for the first 
team this season, Brabin was quick to 
praise the talents of the teen. 

“He’s definitely ready for first team foot¬ 
ball,” the manager explained, adding: 
“There’s a lot of factors though, the size of 
the crowd, a lot of aspects can have 
nervous affects on you. 

“We know with Adam Watkins. He was 
very nervous in his first few games, but 
when someone in the middle of the park 
makes a few mistakes, it’s not as highlight¬ 
ed as it’s a bit more different with it being a 
specialist position in goal. 

“We’ve got to take all those factors into it. 
When you look at how far he has come in 
training, learning with Mark Tyler, Kevin 



Pilkington and Dmitri [Kharine]. He’s 
come on leaps and bounds. 

“We’re certainly excited about the future 
for Lewis Kidd, and we would have no 
qualms about putting him in. 

“I think the fact that Lewis was part of 
our squad against Barrow is another 
forward step in his career. As it stands he is 
our number two and that will certainly 
give him a lift. 

“He’s got stronger, more confident and 
developed into a really fine young 
goalkeeper. But we have to look at the 
bigger picture.”
